There i3 no longer restrictions | 
on the qu:ntity or of food in gen- 
eral whicn may be sent in such a 
gift parcel up to 20 pounds, ad- 
dressed to Great Britain. Thesé¢ 
are no longer restricted to one a 
month. The articles therei® 
still subject to British custom 
regulations and purchase tax. 

The total value of the contents 
‘of parcels: sent either to the United 
Kingdom or other. ‘countries with- 
out an export permit must nat ex- 


ceed $25.

SALT FOR HOGS 


Experimental Evidence Shows That 
| It Is Valuable Item 
‘| There is an old wives’ tale that 
‘salt is poisonous to hogs. All late ex- 

perimental evidence shows that, pro- 
| Perly included in the ration, it is a 
very valuable item. A note from the 
Drovers’ Daily Journal ig interesting 
in this connection, 

“Last year at Swine Day, held an- 
nually at Purdue University, C;. M. 
Vestal, in charge of hog feeding 
tests, reported that a penny’s worth 
of salt saved 287 pounds of feed val- 
‘| ued at $6.37. Hogs without salt gain- 

ed only half as fast as those receiv- 
Ing it free-choice with their grain 
|and supplement ration. During the 
85-day test 81 pounds of extra gain 
was’produced for each pound of galt 
consumed, $13 worth, based on the 
local price of hogs. The test was 
j made with 90 Ib. hogs. : 
| “At this year’s Swine Day Mr. 
| Vestal reported on agpther test. He 
feund that pigs receiving salt free- 
choice with their corn and supple- 
; ment ration gained 75 per cent. fast- 
;er than those without salt. The salt- 
fed pigs had an avreage gain of 84 
pounds, while the others gained only 
, 48 pounds a head. For each pound 
| of salt consumed there were 29 extra 
‘pounds of gain. This alone gave the 
salt a high value in the ration, Be- 
| Sides the éxtra gain there was a sav- 
|ing of $7.12 in the feed cost of 100 
pounds of gain when salt was fed, as 
compared with no salt in the ration. 
This saving amounted to $4.75 for 
each pound of salt fed.”

LAND CULTIVATED 


In its world survey with refer- 
ence to the development and use of 
land, the Food and Agricultural 
Organization of the United Nations 
(FAO) says that in some parts of 
the world, the area of. cultivated 
land is less than one-half acre per 
head of population and this is de- 
creasing as population rises. At 
present only about 7 per cent of the 
land surface of the globe is culti- 
vated. Much of the rest is unfit 
for cultivation by present methods, 
but there are large areas that 
could be opened up if capital were 
available for their development by 


modern technical methods, includ-} *® 


ing, in many cases, irrigation and 
drainage. Extensive territories! 
might be devoted to farming if the 
deadly pests @uch as the malaria 
carrying mosquito and the tsetse 
fly were exterminated by well-| 
organized, large-scale campaigns. 


But the opening of new land 
is only a part of the problem of 
increasing land resources. Equally | 
important is the reclamation of | 
land, which, once fertile, has’ been | 
rendered barren by human misuse, | 
and the conservation of land now| 
deteriorating. Every country has 
its own specific problems in in- 
creasing and safe-guarding land 
resources, and they must be at-, 
tacked in different ways.
